In Massachusetts the question oi the use that may be made 


of the flag in political campaigns has been taking more or less 
alleiiliorTsince last fall, when the Progressive party used the 
flag in a way that was considered^ the ;Ktlier parties an 
evasion of the law. The flag was suspended under a banner 
bearing the name of the party. 
The other parties feit that 


this was in reality a violation of the iaw, whicli forbids the 
use of the flag for advertising purposes in any form, but tech- 
nically it was not a violation and the flag was so used by the 
Progressives to the end of the campaign. In order to prevent 
further use of it in that Avay a bill was introduced in the leg- 
islature providing that thesflag could not be so used, but this 
has been defeated, and not only the Progressives, mut all oth- 
er parties, are now at liberty to suspend banners bearing the 
name, ''Progressive," "Republican," "Democratic," "Prohibi- 
tion" or "Socialist," with the stars and stripes attached to the 
bottom.

And what of it all? Now that the legislature lias ruled that 


such use of the flag is permissible, all parties are placed on a 
level_as (hey were all the time, although some of them did 
not know it—and are at liberty to prove their patriotism, so 
far as it can be done by flinging the national colors to 
the 


breeze beneath campaign banners. 


The whole thing appears very much like the 
proverbial 


tempest in a teapot. Any political party that has to prove its 
devotion to the flag and the principles it represents my mak- 
ing such use of the star and stripes is to be pitied for its lack 
of stronger appeal to thev oters. 


The strongest appeal a parly out of power tan make to the 


electorate is through its platform promises, and the slronges 
apepal that can be "made by a party in power is by living up U 
those promises. 


Honoring and protecting (he flag consists in deeds and no 


in forms. 
The flag of the nation stands for high and sacred 


principles, and the'upholding or overthrowing of those prin- 
ciples is not accomplished by any design or combination at- 
tached to a rope stretched above the street. 


All parties may well bear this simple fact in mind.

Instead of bilking tiroad in 
IOUVCH, 


Lho 'inhabitants of Ausla -Minor, Arabia. 
Turkestan and the TlKrln-lSuphrati'ri 
valley make It 
into sheot.s. These 


sheets are about 40 Inches wide, anil 
twice aa 'long, and the natives make 
almost afl much use of them as tny 
American Indian does of birch bark. 


If they need an awning for protec- 


tion against sun or rain, they unwind 
a roll of this bread, anwl carry it bitck 
and forth over a pole several times, 
muich as a camper iputs ui> a dog teivl; 
for If It hnfl a cout of almond oil or 
mutton talloiw, the broad is fairly wa- 
terproof. 


It i'S a comical sight to see a t.euin*- 


ter or camel driver of the Levant na- 
vel placidly through a heavy sliOiWer 
with a couip'le of yards of ;bread sheet- 
ing thrown over his shoulders, nnd to 
see 'him tear off- pieces here and trere 
and chew on them If he feels hungry. 
The ibread is made of durum wheat 
flour mixed with the pirtp oiE .sultana 
rals'ins, which give it a sweet taste 
and a slight fragrance 
like that of 


honey. 


The Arab uses his .sheets of broad., 


which look like chamois leat-her, for H 
makeshift blanket, and It is .said 
by 


travelers who have 
tried 
it that it 


keeps the heat in and the cold ouj al- 
most as well as a ical blanket. But 
some of- the Russian engineers at work 
on the construction of the trans-Si- 
berian raillway did

Thus they manufactured a sWaping

baxars the venders of Tnercn-nirise 
wind u'p plecefi as a grocer does n ipa- 
per cornucopia, and use tlu-m to hold 
small amounts of nuts. Turkish can- 
dies or squares of sugar, Of course, 
the purchaser eats the bag with its 
contents In the same shape thp bread 
Sheeting is used for -holding the fruity 
drinks of the Rosphorus; but it w'H 
not stand hot liquors, evqn when II Js 
coated with almond oil. Th.anks to the 
raisin pulp, the bread is of remarkable 
elasticity, and ca.n be bent back 
forth .without cracking It has actually 
been used for
